Sabbatai S -vi was a Smyrniote Jew. 
horn in 1625, and the son of a broker 
in that city; he was a clever youth and 
so well ver83d iu the Cabala and other 
Jewish books that at the ago of eight- 
een be was made a rabbi. Doubtless 
some accounts of the fifth-monarchy 
men, and the then inucli- accredited re- 
port that the Messiah was to reap- 
pear in 1666. reached Smyrna and 
worked upon his imagination so much 
that he decided to make himself out 
to be that Messiah, and to assist his 
object he secretly caus?d reports to be

The story of Sevi’s 
Interview with the Sultan is well 
known, and how “the holy, noh'.e and 
divine Messiah” was ordered by that 
potentate to choose between three 
things — either to work a miracle and 
thereby prove his identity, or to have 
three poisoned arrows shot at him by 
the Sultan himself, or to become a 
Mohammedan. “I am a follower of 
Mohammedan.” replied Seri to this 
test, and, tinning to his followers, 
who were dismayed beyond measure 
at the collapse of their hero, he added, 
“and lie was numbered among the 
transgressors.”

"Just previous to leaving Ireland 
for America I live 1 near the fisher vil- 
lage of C.idd tgh. on the hay of Gal- 
way. The village contained about 
two thoumml inhabitants, and they 
live entirely bv themselves and speak 
an idiom very di (Boult to understand. 
They live in little thatched huts with 
lm' one window, and thev subsist on 
products of th<* s a— pollock, hake, 
ling, codfish, herring and conger eels. 
The eels are fished lor about one mile 
from shore on the reel | or rocky bot- 
toms. Occasionally the eels are 
canght in nets, hut not often, as 
they are so powerful and are 
armed with such sharp teeth that 
they can easily cut their way 
through '.he meshes of a net, even were 
it made of bed-cord. They are caught 
from August to January. About 
Christ mas- time the conger eel is con- 
sidered excellent eating. The fishing 
boats are called jiookavns. Thor carry 
a curious sail, it being a jib an 1 main- 
sail ma le into one sheet. The boats 
have keels and carry about five tons. 
They are excellent sea boats. The 
bait used is cut fnuu t lie l-ody of a 
species of mackerel called "curro- 
wine” by the fishermen. This fish is 
highly prized as bait. The lines are 
of twisted flax made by tiie fishermen, 
and are each three hundr.-d feet in 
length.

“How is the ar tty eq tipped for fight- 
ing lhe Indians?” 

“Oh, I think there are men enough 
on tiie fr >ntier to take care of the In- 
dians. There is no forecasting what 
they may do out there at any time, 
but the troubles are growing less to be 
feared every day. The Indians are in 
hail shape to ever do much more fight- 
ing. Since the buffaloes were killed 
I off they havqlost their commissary de- 
partmen*. Tim tuff does, you know, 
were always the Indians’ commissary 
department whe:» they went to war. 
But now they are killed off and game 
is scarce, and they can’t live long 
without supplira. ” 

"How are the Indians armed for 
fighting?" 

“Well armed. Better than the sol- 
diers are. Thai wa< the greatest mis- 
take we ever ma le when wj disarmed 
them the first tima Then they had the 
old flint-lock guns and one thing and 
another that were not worth two cents. 
We took them all awav. anil inside of 
six months every Indian was better 
armed than our own men. They had 
the best improved repeating rifids. 
And so it has been every tlm t we have 
disarmed any of them — they eqnipped 
themselves with the latest improved 
weapons. Whv,‘ now they h >ve these 
new repeating Winchester rifles that 
Are sixteen shots. Our men have noth- - 
ing to compete with them, and there 
is not a rifle in the army that is so 
deadly ss those tiie Indians Lave. Of 
course Indian warfare is the hardest 
kind of fighting in the world. They 
are always well fitted out before they 
go to fighting. Tie traders are always 
around, and an Indian will give one, 
two* three, or perhaps five or six ponies 
for a go )d rifle and ammunition. The 
only way to fight them is with cavalry. 
The Indians are cavalry. But I do not 
look for much more trouble on the 
frontier. About *11 they can do fr to 
rise suddenly and kill a few settlers, 
and before they can get fnr.her the 
troops are aft r them and run them 
away into the mountains.” — Interview 
With General Shetidan.

GUNS AND CRUISERS. 

As AUtan Cu.t r~ . Mi Ck»U Ab.ll 

Fast KampMa War ship. 

Congressman Herbert, who has been 
a) >n>n! since the close of the last session 
of Congress, devoted considerable at- 
tention to the study of naval matters. 
His service as Chairman of the Naval 
Affairs Committee in the last Coagrcea 
made him especially familiar with the 
subject, and. of course, added to his 
interest in his studies and researches. 

“I saw the fastest cruiser ever built,” 
he said to your correspondent, •’She 
was just being completed by an En- 
glish firm when 1 visited her. She is 
finished now, however, and has been 
tested and makes, as 1 learn from the 
builders, over twenty-one knots an 
hour.” 

"How manv miles is that, Mr. Her- 
bert*” 

•*A knot,” said the ex-Chairman of 
the Naval Committee, with a look of 
pity for the ignorance of the newspa]>er 
man who don't know a knot from a 
mile, “a knot, my dear sir, is about a 
mile and one-seventh. Apply your 
mental aritumetic. and you will find 
that twenty-one knots are equivalent 
to twenty-four miles. As this vessel 
made something over twenty-one knots, 
it is safe to put down her speed at 
nearly twenty-five miles an hour, or 
nearly equal to a fair railroad rate.” 
“How does that compare with the 
s peril attained i>y our new cruisers?” 
“Well,” was the frank reply, “it is 
considerably ahead of us. Our new 
cruisers as inuw completed we began 
several years ago, and have not all the 
appliances of the latest sort to secure 
speed. They make something over 
sixteen knots an hour. We are prom- 
ised. however, that one or two of the 
vessels lately contracted for will bo as 
fast as any thing afloat in this line.” 
“Does this new fast cruiser carry 
very large guns?” 

“No; cruisers do not carry large 
guns, you know. She has four twenty- 
one ton guns and several smaller 

ones.” 

“You don't call twenty-one ton guns 
large, then?” 

“O, no; they are very small compared 
with the large guns made now.” 

“How large are the largest guns now 
made?” 

•That is a little difficult to answer at 
an off-hand statement, but it is within 
the limit to say that the great guns 
now made, the greatest of them, shoot 
a ball sixteen inches or more in diame- 
ter and weighing over 2,000 pounds.'* 
“How far do they shoot?” 

“Some of the great guns now made 
will shoot a ball fifteen miles." 

“Fifteen miles— yon don't mean 
that, do yon, Mr. Herbert?” 

“Yes, fifteen miles. Of course, they 
will not shoot with great precision that 
distance, nor will they shoot so far as 
that from the deck of a vessel. But 
they can shoot that far with sufficient 
accuracy, for instance, to throw a shot 
into a city or among a fleet of vessels. 
Of course, it would only he by chance 
that it would hit a single vessel if fired 
at it at that distance. In fact, it would 
be difficult, probably impossible, to see 
the hull of a vessel that distance.” 
“Why can not these big guns be 
fired as well from a vessel's deck as on 
land?” 

"Because the deck of the vessel does 
Dot offer the same firm and unyielding 
foundation; and, beside, the use of so 
much powder and such a heavy gun 
would make it likely to sink the vessel 
from whMse deck it was fired. You see 
when they shoot these long distances 
they elevate the gun — that is to say, 
they elevate the muzzle of it, so that 
the gun stands at an angle of thirtv or 
even forty-five degrees to the earth's 
surface. Of course, the recoil of a gun 
weighing two hundred tons when fired 
with nearly one thousand pounds ol 
powder would l»e somelhiug tremend- 
ous” 

“Do the improvements in armor keep 
pace with those in gnus?” 

••Well, they are now using armor foi 
turreted vessels of a thickness of about 
twenty-six to twenty-eight inches Yet 
they are able to make guns that will 
pierce that.” 

“How about dynamite guns and tot* 
pedoes” 

“That is still in an experimental stage. 
The year past has demonstrated the 
possibility of throwing a shell contain- 
ing a great quantity of dynamite a dis- 
tance of a mile or so. and exploding it 
against a vessel. But some of the ex- 
periments have led to a doubt as to the 
effectiveness of the dynamite when ex- 
ploded against the side of a vessel in 
this way. It is still in the experimental 
stage. — Washington Cor. Cincinnati 
Times.

Old Customs In Connection With the Kin* 
and Htidal Cake. 

Among the customs peculiar to wed- 
ding occasions the ring and bride cake 
seem to be of the most remote antiq- 
uity, the latter being a modern im- 
provement on the heathen practice of 
usiug a cake of wheat or barley at a 
marriage. The presenting of gifts to 
the bride is also of very old origin, the 
favorite present in the middle ages be- 
ing a pot of butter, which was brought 
forward as soon as the happy couple 
returned home from the church, and 
which was supposed to presage beauty 
and an abundance of good things. 
Other bridal gifts peculiar to the olden 
time were scarfs and lace*, and what 
is stranger still, a pair of knives, which 
it was the fashion for women to wear 
sheathed and suspended from their 
girdles. Among the Greeks. Romans, 
Jews and many Eastern nations it was 
the custom for the bridegroom to place 
a considerable sum of money in a purse 
or plate aud give it to his wife at the 
time of the wedding; but in early En- 
glish times the bride asked for any 
amount she pleased, which the hus- 
band could not in honor refuse. 

Not very long ago, so much were 
wedding gifts thought of in Cumber- 
land, England, that when a poor bnt 
respectable couple decided to marry 
they advertised the fact in the county 
paper, heading the “invitation.” as it 
was termed, with some such couplet as: 
“Suspend tor one day your cares and your ta- 
bors. 

And come to this wedting. kind friends and 
good neighbors.'' 

The people for miles around would 
then, on the eventful day. flock to the 
bridegroom's honse and there be en- 
tertained by various games and pas- 
times after which each guest would 
drop a contribution or “gift” into a 
liowl or plate set for the purpose in a 
convenient place. By this means 
enough money was often collected to 
act the newly -married pair up an-house- 
keeping . — American Agriculturist.

CUTTING OFF NOSES. 

Strssgs Happenings la the Laud of the 
Nawabof JonifMlh. 

The Nswsb of Junagadh is a Mus- 
sulman. and is the premier chief in 
Kathiawar. The capital town is also 
called Junagadh. and is considered by 
many to be one of the quaintest cities 
in India, while it yields to none in au- 
tiquity and historical interest The 
•*u|»arkot," or citadel, is of great age, 
and is known to have been a strong- 
hold three hundred years before the 
Christian era The city is just on the 
borders of the Gir. which is a lo tg 
strip of country, densely covered by 
primeval forests, which, apart from 
other things, are renowned as afford- 
ing nearly the last retreat to the lion 
in Northwestern India From the 
nature of the country side it is hardly 
surprising that from the earliest 
times the district has been a place 
of refuge for lawless men. Quite 
recently the Mekranis, an outlawed 
class, have given much trouble. They 
rob, assault and kilt peaceful travelers 
whenever they can, and one of their 
favorite amusements is to deprive their 
victims of their noses, and thus stamp 
them forever with the mark of the 
Mekranis' power. “When we were in 
Junagadh," writes Surgeon-Major 
Lewis A. Irving, ’there were quite a 
dozen noseless patients in the hospit- 
al there, and the Parsee doctor was 
hard at work fitting them with nasal 
appendages derived from their own 
cheeks and foreheads. Great precau- 
tions were taken during His Excellen- 
cy’s Visit, to prevent any unpleasant 
surprise. Guards were posted at every 
turn while we were exploring the 
neighborhood. 

“Outside the city the Girnar hill 
rises ont of the Gir forest. It is up- 
ward of three thousand feet in height, 
difficult to climb, and was a place of 
pilgrimage centuries before Christ. A 
number of Jain temples crown its 
summit, while beyond them rears into 
the sky a great rocky crest, called the 
Bhairava Jap, or ‘Adoration of the 
Terrific One,’ from which, in days 
gone by, multitudes of people have 
cast themselves down in the hope of 
realizing eternal happiness. Should a 
man survive, however, it was assured 
that he would rule the world. The 
drop is sheer for fully one thousand 
feet Not more than twenty years 
ago three persons took the leap, and 
a short time since an ascetic w as bent 
on following their example, but 
was stopjied by the au- 
thorities. The temples, like all 
Jain temples, are spotlessly clean; the 
Jain may not enter them without 
first bathing, and arc not allowed iu 
any way to defile them. At every 
point of vantage along the road up 
the hill we camo on ]>osts of wild- 
looking men, variously armed, and 
on the lookout for possible Mekranis. 
The Jain never take the life of any 
animal if they can avoid it; place 
cloths over their mouths in case they 
should swallow a fly, and before they 
sit down brush the scat carefully in 
order to remove careless crawlers. In 
their towns also they establish bird 
refuges where grain and water are al- 
ways provided for any feathered vis- 
itors. At Ahmedahad the streets are 
full of these shelters, and birds aud 
squirrels find no lack of entertain- 
ment, thanks to the offerings of pio us 
Jains.” — London Sjteclator. 



WONDERFUL MEMORIES. 

r«w». XV tin Could K-peat Lone Essay* 

After Hearing Them Once. 

There was a Corsican boy who could 
rehearse 40,000 words, whether sense 
or nonsense, as they were dictated, 
ami then repeat them in reversed 
order without making a single mis- 
take. A physician, about 60 years 
ago. could repeat the whole of “Para- 
dise Lost" withont a mistake, although 
he had not read it for 20 years. Euler, 
the great mathematician, when he be- 
came blind, could repeat the whole of 
Virgil’s “.E icid,” and could remem- 
ber the first line and the last on every 
page of the particular edition which 
he had been accustomed to read be- 
fore he became blind. One kind of 
retentive memory may be considered 
as the result of sheer work, a deter- 
mination toward one particular 
achievement without reference cither 
to cultivation or to memory on 
other subjects. This is frequent- 
ly shown by persons in hum- 
ble life in regard to the Bible. An old 
beggar man at Stirling, known about 
fifty years ago as “Blind Alick.’' 
afforded an instance of this. He knew 
the whole of the Bible by heart, inas- 
much that if a sentence was read to 
him he could name the book, chapter 
and verse, or if the book, chapter and 
verse were named, he could give the 
exact words A gentleman, to tost 
him. repeated a verse, purposely mak- 
ing one verbal inaccuracy. Alick 
hesitated, named the place where the 
passage was to be found, but at the 
same time pointed out the verbal 
error. The same gentleman asked him 
to repeat the nineteenth verse of the 
seventh chapter of the book of Num- 
bers. Alick almost instantly replied: 
•There is no such verse. The chapter 
has only 80 verses.” Gassendi had 
acquired by heart 6.003 Latin verses 
and in order to give his memory exer- 
cise he was ill the habit daily of recit- 
ing 600 verses from different languages.

A POWERFUL BIRD. 

Remarkable strength and Endurance of 
the Condor of the Andes. 

Darwin, while watching the long 
and lofty flight of the Laumcrgier’s 
American cousin, the condor, in its great 
circling sweep at enormous altitudes 
above the Chilian plains, wondered at 
the bird's power of thus sailing, hour 
after hour, in tboso great sweeping 
circles without any apparent motion 
of the outspread wings. He arrived 
at t lie probable correct solution of the 
pczzl ; which has bothered a good 
mauj' other observers in watching the 
spirit flight of the eagle and the red- 
tailed hawk. The extended wings 
gave not a single flap, but seemed to 
form the fulcrum on which the move- 
ments of the rest of the great bird — 
his neck, body and tail — acted. “If 
the bird wished to descend the wings 
were for a moment collapsed, and 
when again expanded, with ai altered 
inclination, the momentum gained by 
the rapid descent seemed to urge the 
bird upward with the even and steady 
movement of a paper kite.” 

There is something attractive in 
such a^pcctaclc. The condor is known 
to soar far above the loftiest peaks of 
the Andes, wh’c’i lift their snowy tops 
to elevations four miles above the sea. 
Indeed, it is known to rise six miles in 
vertical height — far above all ordi- 
nary clouds — and there, in that rari- 
fied region, in which human life could 
not exist, his eagle eye surveys iho 
world below in search of prey, and 
finds in those spaces of the sl.y his na- 
tive air. That a company of three or 
four condors can, and actually have 
more than once run down and killed 
one of the wild cattle of the pa mpas, 
first blinding the animal by destroying 
its sight before killing him and dining 
off his carcass, is a fact which is said 
to hare been witnessed by those who 
have relabel the story . — Hartford 
Times.

Mr. Galton has shown that many 

twins do actually behave under simi- 
lar circumstance* in almost identical 
manners, that their characters often 
come as close to one another as it is 
possible for the characters of two hu- 
man beings to come, and that even 
where the conditions of later life have 
been extremely different the original 
likeness of type often persists to the 
very end, in spite of superficial vari- 
ations in style or habit of living. 
Some of his stories, carefully verified, 
are very funny. I will supplement 
them by two of mv own. In one 
case a couple of twins (men) i 
had a quarrel over a perfectly unim- 
portant matter. They came to very 
high words, and parted from one 
another in bad blood. On returning 
to their rooms — they lived apart— each 
of them suffered from a fit of remorse, 
and sat down to write a letter of con- 
trition to the other, to be delivered by j 
the morning post After writing it, 
one brother reads his letter over, and, 
recalling the cause of the quarrel, 
added at once a long postscript, j usti- 
fying himself and reopening the whole 
question at issue The other brother 
posted his note at once, but, thinking 
the matter over quietly, afterwards 
regretted his action again, and supple- 
mented it by a second palinodia, al- 
most unsaying what he had said in the 
first one I saw all three letters my- 
self the next morning, and was simply 
amazed at their absolute sameness of 
feeling and expression. 

The other story relates to a fact 
which happened, not to twins, but to 
two successive brothers extremely like 
one another in build and feature, and 
evidently modeled in mind and charac- 
ter on the self-same mould It is only 
a small incident, hut as I can vouch for 
the correctness of the minnte details, 
it has a certain psychological interest 
of its own. They met a lady dressed 
in blue whom they had never seen be- 
fore at a military dance. Each of them 
asked at once to be introduced to her 
at first sight; each asked the same of- 
ficer for an introduction (though they 
had several friends in common pres- 
ent); each described her in the same 
way, not as “the lady in bine” (the 
most obrions point of appearance 
about her), but as “the lady with the 
beautiful ears;” each fell desperately 
in love with her off-hand and each 
asked her for & particular flower out 
of a little bouquet containing four or 
five more conspicuous blossoms. Final- 
ly each came up at the end of the 
evening to confide in the same mar- 
ried lady of their acquaintance their 
desire to see more of the beautiful 
stranger. 

Still, even twins do distinctly differ 
in some things from one another. 
However much they may look alike to 
strangers, they are always discrim- 
inate by those who know them welL 
and even in earlv childhood by moth- 
ers and nurses. Hnapin may always 
be readily distinguished from Muppin 
by some slight difference of feature or 
expression. Hus is always a trifle fatter 
or thinner than Buz. his brother; the 
two dromios and the two Antipholnses 
may deceive the outer public by their 
close resemblance, bnt not even 
Shaks)>eare himself can make us be- 
lieve that Mrs. Antipholus was really 
mistaken as lo the personal identity of 
her own httsband. I don’t want to be 
hard on a lady, bnt I fancy myself she 
was glad of the excuse for a little in- 
nocent and easily explicable flirtation 
with an agreeable stranger . — Cornhill 
Magazine.

For the most part the bridegrooms ex- 
pect this dower, and my attention was 
called to several who had refused to 
take the bride without it The value 
of the dower depends entirely upon 
the financial standing of the girl’s 
parents The poorer ones generally 
furnish in a complete manner the 
dwelling in which the couple intends 
to live. The father of the girl some 
few weeks prior to the wedding 
prepares in writing the dower list j 
It is a most ludicrous document 
sometimes, but more particularly 
when it minutely describes the num- 
ber of forks, knives, spoons, dishes, 
chairs and other household parapher- 
nalia which the bridegroom’s father- 
in-law is willing to bestow upon the 
■mitten pair. Of course there are in- 
stances where the bride’s father, ow- 
ing to extreme poverty, has baen una- | 
ble to give a dowery, but these are 
real love affairs.” 

“Can not the bridegroom present 
the trousseau?” 

“Yes he can; but as far as I could 
ascertain there were certain restric- 
tions The newly-married couple 
never go on a honeymoon, the univer- 
sal custom being to allow them to re- 
main at home for eight days At the 
expiration of that time the cards are 
sent out. Then there is merry-mak- 
ing. There arc few cases of elope- 
ment” 

“Does not this com puls ory dower 
prevent many marriages?” 

“Yes it does Still there are pure 
love affairs even in Italy, and a man 
doesn’t expect a dower irom the rela- 
tives of a poor orphan whom he loves 
In this country but few Italians re- 
gard their country’s custom. Some 
believe in tlie wisdom of receiving the 
mayor's and church’s approbation, 
but as a general rule the dower and 
festivities are entirely disregarded.”
